DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1 - 28, 30 - 35, 37 - 43 and 47 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Pertaining to independent claims 10, 20, 22, 23, and 47, the prior art of record, taken alone or in 
combination, fails to disclose or render obvious wherein said substrate comprises a silicon on 
insulator (SOI) wafer. Claims 1 - 9, 14 - 19, 21, 29, 33 - 35 and 37 - 43 were indicated allowable 
in the previous office action dated 9/14/10.
